1\ie agreement which was eflected early 
yeBterday moiBing between tba represen- 
tatives of both purtiea in tlie House has 
proved the mtans of solving in u greut 
meaaiirQ the iHUiculiies which for a timo 
eeemed intsiipeiablG. Tlie Kiipplit a for the 
Bix luontbs tiidius Juno 30ih next havo 
teen voted wjthuut any ol'jectiou worthy 
of notice, and the Quartz Act only awaits 
tbe astent, of Hia Honor tlio Liout.- 
Governor to becoma law. So far so good. 
But by the arrangement arrived at it wub 
agreed that no now uieasuro slioiild be 
placed before the Houao for con-idt ra- 
tiou witliout common oonBoiit. This pro- 
vision was virtually thu deathblow to tUe 
temporary Represeu tat ion Bill, it being 
a measBie -which the Opposition knew

Btrons in,ettiiuro, that iniquitons device to 
give fair representation to neglected Cas- 
eiar, expectant Nanuimo and prosperous 
New Westminister obscured from the 
■vibion of the Opposition for this session 
at least? Their leader btruck tho key note 
last week when he objected to its being 
placed on the Orders of the Day and his 
enppdrlerai'VTiUingly followed in liia wake.

The announcement in 
the afternoon that tho ijovernor would 
dissolve the House on "Wednesday took 
tho Ooposition by sui'inise, and they were 
ready to concede anything, swallow any 
thing, vote anything to gat out of the 
dileinma in which cheir bad eonduet had 
placed them. Mr. Mara's resolution was 
a miister-Htroko of policy, and tho hum- 
bled and baffled Opposition were glad to 
accept his offer. Tlie otily cause lor re 
gret we havo is that the Constitution Bill 
was billed and that Cas.siar, Nanaimo and 
New WeBtmiobter will be deprived of 
proper representation for the next 'four 
years! 



THE NEW aUAETZ BILL. 
Introdnoed by Hon, Mr. Elliott. 

Her Majesty, by and with tho advice 
and consent of the Lepislativo Assembly 
of tho Province of British Columbia, tn 
acts as follow.i: — 

The word "oiioeral" in this Act shall 
be couati ucted to mean and include all 
minerals (other than coal) found in veins 
or lodes, and whether such minerals are 
found separately or in combination om- 
with the other ; and the words '"real es- 
tate," bhiill mean I'ud apply to any miner 
al land containing lodes or veins and 
licld in fee simple andor this or any other 
Gold Mining Act. 

1 iSuch portions of the "Mineral Ordi- 
nance, 18C9," nnd of tho "Mineral Ordi- 
nance Amendment Act, 1873," ]Con , 
Siat., Chap. 125] as expressly or iuferen- 
tially relate to Minerals (other than 
Coal,) and sections 55 and 103 of tho 
"Gold Mining Ordinance, 1867," [Con 
SiaL, Chap. 123, iiec.i G7 and 117] anri 
section 14 of the "Gold Mining Amend- 
ment Act, 1873," nnd tho Act No. M of 
1877 I Con. Stat., Chap. 12C] relating to 
Minerals (other than CoulJ arc hereby 
repealed. E-'rovided that nothiug con- 
toined in this Act shall be construed to 
impair in any way mining rights or in- 
teretita heretofore logally acquired. 

2. Any person desiring to acquire a 
Mineral Claim may enter upen, or lo- 
cate, a plot of land 1,500 feet long by COO 
feet wide, which plot sball, as nearly as 
pof^sible, be rectangular in form; suoh 
plot^of.lond.shall;^ . be described .and re 
corded DB a '\Mibefal Claim;'! , and ' every 
Mineral Claim shall be fully and separ 
atoiy represented and not oolourably 
worked, 

3. Notwithstanding any law to tho con- 
trary, such Mineral Claim shall be mark- 
ed by threo posts, at least four inches 
square, t-tanding not loss than four feet 
above the ground, which posts shall be 
placed at equal distances from each other 
along the centre line, and any tree or 
stump which will answer the purpose 
may bo used In lieu of post-i. On each 
poat, stump, or tree, there shall be placed 
» legible uoticd ia writing, etating the 



within tho apnco of iiitersactiou; but tho 
subsequent location shall have the ti^hi 
of way through ths space of intersection 
for the purposes of I ho convenient work 
in;; of tho uiiiie And where two or more 
veins niiito, tho oldest or prior location 
shall take the vein below the point of 
union, including all the space of vulorsec- 
tion. 

U. Where a tunnel is run for the dove^l- 
oi>mont of a vein or lode, tLo owner of 
snc5li tunnel shall, in adoition to any Min- 
eral Claim legally held by hitn, have tho 
rii^ht to all veius or lodes discovered in 
such tunnel: Provided that tho gronuil 
contiiiuiDg such veins or lodes bo markeil 
out by him as a Mineral Cluim wiihin 
three days after such disoOTfiry, and be 
duly recorded; and provided further, that 
such lodes or veius are not included iu 
any (ixistinu Mineral Claim. Any looniiy 
or labor horotuforo or heie ifter expended 
in coubtructing any tunnel to develop any 
lode or \Qiu shall ba deemed to havo been 
expended on such lode or vein. 

7. Sections 9'5 and 9G of tho "Gold 
Mining Ordinance, 1867," [Con. Stat , 
chap, 123, .iecs. 110 & 111] shall bo and 
aro heioby repealed, and in lion thereof 
bo it enacted that tvery shareholder of a 
company duly incorporated, though not a 
Free Minor, shall be entitled to buy, sail, 
hold, or dispose of his shares. 

8. No Free Miner ot incorporated com- 
pany shall bo entitled to hold, directly or 
in thu uatno of any other person, more 
ihun one mineral claim on the samo lode 
or vciu except by purchase, bnt such 
Free Minor or Company may hold by pro- 
omption a mineral claim upon oaon sepa- 
rate ledge, lode ori vein, 

. 9. A Crown grant for a Mineral Claim 
may bo obtained in the following manner 
Any lawful owner undor-this or ally other 
Act of any Mineral Claim, may file in tho 
Land Oiiico of tho district wherein the 
land is situate an application for a Crown 
grant, showing under oath, that tho ap 
plicant ia the owner, and in undisturbed 
possession of the claim applied for, .to 
gather with a plat and field notes of tho 
claim, made by a surveyor acting unde 
the instructions of tho Chief Commission 
er of Lands and Works, and giving accu 
rately the boundaries of tho claim, whi 
shall bi- distinctly marked by monuments 
on tho ground, or by posts, as hereinbo 
fore defined, and he MUall post a copy 
suoh ])hit, together with notica of such 
application for a Crown grant, on a con 
.spicuous place on tho land embraced iu 
such plat, previous to the filing of th 
applicuiiou for a Crown grant, nnd shall 
filo an nflidavit of at lecst two persons 
that Kuoli notice has been duly posted 
and shall filo a copy of tho notico in tho 
District Liud Ollicu, nnd 'hall tbereiipiin 
be entitled to a Crown grant for the laud 
iu tho manner fiillowiug: Tho Govern 
ment Agent of tho District upon the filing 
with him cX such opplieation, plat, field 
notes, notices and affidavits, shall cause 
to be published at the cost of the appli- 
cant, a notice that such application has 
been made, for the period of sixty days iu 
tho British Columbia Oazelte, and in any 
tiewcipaper circulo.ling in tho district and 
ho sball also post such notice in his oflic 
for the sumo period. The applicant, at the 
lime of tiling bis application, or at any time 
thereafter within the sixty days publica 
tion, shall also file with the said Govern- 
ment Agent a cortificute of tho Gold Com- 
missioner of the dictrict, or, if there ba 
noue,a certificate of a County Court Judge 
(who may require such evidence thereof 
as he may think fit), that a sutn of five 
thoiuaud dollars has been bona fide 
oendod in money or labor upon the claim 
by tho applicant, his grantor, or assignor 
or others through or under whom he law 
fully clainia that tho pint is correct, with 
iich relerence to natural objects or per 
mauent monuments as shall identify the 
elaim and fui*nish an accurate description 
of the land to bo ineorporatwd in the 
Crown grant. At tho expiration of the 
sixty days tho applicant shall filo with tlie 
Govarumeiit Agout his afliilavit, showing 
that the plat and notice have been posted 
in a conspicuous i>laco ou tho claim dnr 
anch period If no a 1 verso cluim 
shall havo been filed with tho .said Gov- 
ernment Agent at the expiration of the 
.sixty days, it shall bo assnined that the 
applicantis entitled to a Crown grant, anil 
tliereiiftor uo objection from third ijarlies 
to the issue of a Crown grant shall be 
heard, except it be shown that the appli- 
cant iias failed to comply with the pro- 
visions of this Act. 

10. Wbeicau adverse claim is filed dur- 
ng the ])orioil of publication, it shall be 
upon oaih of the per-^on making thesamo, 
nnd shall show the nature, boundaries, and 
extent of such advoraa claim, and all pro- 
ceedings, except the publication of notice 
and making and filing of tho affidavit 
thereof, shall bo stayed until the 
controversy shall have been settl- 
ed or decided aocording to law, 
or the ndverfo claim waived. It shall be 
the duty of tho adverse claimant, within 
thirty days after filing liifl olaim, to com- 
mence proceedings in tho Mining Court 
or County Court of tho district having 
mining jurisdiction, with a view to deter- 
mine the question of tlie right of posses- 
sion, and ho shall prosecute the same 
with reasouablo diligouco to final judg- 
ment; and n failure so to do shall ba a 
waiver of his adverse claim. After such 
judprnen' shall have been rendered, the 
party enuiled to the possession of the 
claim, or any portion thereof, may, with 
out giving further notice, file a certified 
copy of tho judgment roll with the; aaid 
Government Agent, together -■with" the 
certificate of the Gold OommisBiOner or 



County Court Judge that tho requisite 
amount of expenditure has been made, 
and tho description of the land as herein 
required, whereupon the whole proceed- 
ings and tho judgment roll shall be sent 
by tho Government Agent to tho Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works, and 
a Crown grant shall issue thoreon for tho 
claim, or such portion thereof as tho ap- 
plicant shall appear, from the decision of 
the Court to rightly posbess. If it np- 
peata from tho decision of tho Court, that 
several pivrtios aro entitled to separate 
and different portions of tho claim, each 
party may filo tho certificate and descrip- 
tion given thereof by tlio Gold Commis- 
sioner or County Court Judge, whereup- 
on thu said Governmout Agent shall send 
tbo proceedings and judgment roll to the 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works, 
as in tho preceding caso, hud Crown 
grants s<liall issue to tho several parties 
according to thoir respective riglits.

12 A County Court Judge, or any 
Judge duly authorized to act aa County 
Court .1 uilgf, baviu.n jurisdiction iu min- 
ing matter.-i iindi'r tho "County Courts 
Extension Act, 1873," or a Gold Cominis- 
siODBT, bhall hiivo lilt thu powers uud au- 
thorities coutiiined in tlm sovoral Gold 
Mining Acts of thi.s Proviiics to a:lo\v to 
owners of Mineral Ciaiins", for tho working 
thereof, such rights or liberties to enter 
upon any Mineral Claim hold as real 
o.state or otherwise, and with suoh privil- 
eges as he may deem just, and aa may now 
bo enjoyed or allowed in respect of gold 
mining claims (jiot held as real estate) 
under tho provisions of tho "Gold Mining 
Ordinance, 1807," and its amending,' Acts 
[Com. Stat., Chap. 123 1; and IMinoral 
Claims held aa real estate or otlierwiso 
bhull be under the judicial jurisdiotion 
establiabed by the "Gold Mining Ordiii- 
mce, 1867," aa heroin amended, and tho 
"County Courts Extension Act, 1873," 
[Con, Stat., Chap. 123], and disputes 
L'lween mining joint stoi'k companies, or 
between sharchidders and the company, or 
between shareholders, fihall bo under the 
Hko jurisdiction. 

13. Tho County Court, or other Court 
having jarisdiotion in mining matters 
under this or any other Act, shall, not- 
withstanding any rule or law to tho con- 
trary, hold daily sittings (Sundays and 
holidays excepted) for tho disposal of 
basinesB before the Court; and tho hear- 
ing of any summons, plaint or othar pro- 
cess referred to in the tho "Gold Mining 
Ordinance, 1867," or in tho Acts amend- 
ing the same, [Con. Stat., Chap. 123] shall 
not bo deferred beyond tho slsortoat reas- 
onable timo uceea^aiy for tho appearance 
of all parties interested or concerned iu 
any proceedings bad before ."iuch Court, 
and tho Judge or Gold Commissioner of 
such Court shall preaido tiierein at such 
sittings. 

14. Seotion 17 nf the "GoldMining Or- 
dinance, 1867," [Con. Stat., chap. 123, .sec. 
23,] shall bo and is herotiy repealed, and 
iu lieu thereof bo it enacted: — 

"If either party shall bo dissatisfied 
with any order, judgment, or decree of 
Biich Court, ho may appeal from tho same 
to tho Supreme Conrt, providing that the 
appealing party shall, -rt-ithin four days 
from the dale of such order, judgment, 
or doeroe, give ufjtico of such appeal to 
tho other party, and also give security to 
be approved by tho County Court judge or 
Gold Commissioner for Iho costs of ths ap- 
peal, and also for fulfilling all the orders 
wliioh may bo made in tho course of such 
appeal by the Court of Appeal ;Lind thosaid 
Court of Ai'peal may luiher order a new 
triiil on such torniH as it may think fit, or 
order judgment to bo entered for either 
party, or try the cause do novo, and may 
'make such order as to tlin costs of the 
appeal as such Court shall think proper; 
and such appeal may bo in the form of a 
case settled and signed by the parties or 
their attorneys, and if they cannot agree 
the County Court Judgo or Gold Com- 
miksioDor may settle and sign the same, 
npott being applied to by the parties or 
their attorneys or counsel." 

15. Section 79 of tho "Gold Mining 
Ordinance, 1867," [Con.Stal., Chap, 123, 
Sec, 93) shall be repealed, and thu follow- 
in/j wordr substituted thorefor; "A min- 
ing partnerbhip under tho provisions of 
Part VII of tho said Ordinance shall, ex- 
cept otherwise agreed upon by 
tacit consent or esprcps terms, be deemed 
to bo a yearly partnership renewable from 
year to year. 

10. Tbe several seciions, aa hereby 
amended, of Part VII Consolidated Stat- 
utes, Chapter 123, whicU relate to "Min- 
ing Partner.ship.^," shall apply to and have 
full foree and fefibct with respect to min- 
ing claims held aa real estate, (i.e. in fee 
simple) under the "Gold Mining Act, 
1873," and shall apply to and havo full 
force and elTect with respect to mineral 
clriims belli as real estato under this Act, 
an 1 tbe provisions of Part VII as to sales 
and bills of sale of mining interests shoU 
also apply to sales and bills of sale of 
mining and of mineral claims afurosnid. 
A bill of sale herein refcried to need not 
bo under boal, but must bo iu writing, and 
tho signature thereto bo attested by a 
witness. 

17. This Act shall bo read nnd constru- 
ed with tbe " Gidd Mining Ordiuauco, 
18U7," and tho Acta now in forco amend- 
m,' that Ordinance. [See Con, Stat,, chap. 

123] - 

18. Every company incorporated for 
mining purposes, other than coal mining, 
shall pay an annual tax to the Govern- 
ment of five oonts per lineal foot of min- 
ing ground hold by or in the name of such 

ompany or in tho namo of any person 
auting as trustee for such company, and 
notwithstanding any law to the contrary, 
every Mineral Claim held as real estate, 
and not represented ir worked according 
to law, sjiall pay an annual tax of 50 ceuts 
per lineal foot, measured along tho length 
of the olaim, and any collector appointed 
under tho " Assessment Act, 1876," shall 
have tho powers given by that Apt for the 
recovery o| the eaid tax, • 

19. Nothing lierein contained shsll bo 
deemed to diminish or enlarge existing 
rigbta to, or interests in. Mineral lodas or 
veins heretofore legally pre-empted or 
held as Quartz Claims; but in other re- 
specls such Quartz Claims shall bo goy- 
orned by the provisions of this Act. 

20. This Act may beoited^tho "Min-r 
oral Act, 1878," ,

EUROPE. 
London, A))ril 8 — It is claimed ou all 
bands except in purely iiartisan discus- 
sion that the Cabinet is sincerely desirous 
to avoid war. The withdrawal of tbo 
treaty of San Stefano or unconditional 
Bubmission to the judgment of Europe aro 
roKardod as tho only alternative of war. 

Loid Lyons, tho British ambassador at 
Paris, daaiguated to roproseut Groat Bri- 
tain at tho Congress, returned to Paris on 
Saturday, which is considered to indicate 
that no great hope i» entertaiuod of the 
speedy me^tint; of the Congress, 

Tbe Norileutche Zcitiuig of Berlin, hith- 
erto pro-llussiau, lectures-Russia and|the 
Russians sharply for not concerting Jan 
agreement about peace. It i.i thought the 
Powers are ngieod in the principle that 
Russia has fettered herself liy tho trosty 
instead of informing herself beforehand 
of the various views which would betaken 
of the questions raised by it, while Eng- 
land and Austria havs rendered tho posi- 
tion still more dilUcult by putting forward 
their poleiun international protesis iuatcad 
of formulating their conditions and reaer' 
vations before tho fall of Plevna. Never 
thelosB, the Ntinleutahg Zeitang hopes that 
in view of tho general dbsire for peace an 
undoralaiiding will yot bo reacliod. The 
abovo article caused a sudden cessation of 
warliko utterances by the Austrian semi 
ofiiciul press. 

The MiiiisteriBl Meontaqo lieview states 
that tho hopo of a peaceful suttlomi. nt vas 
juststified by tho fact that Bismarck is 
pMriie.atly exerting liimsolf to prevent a 
Euiopouii coiifiiot. Bcvoral unoflieial 
iiews[)aporB exprfess the opinion that there 
is an attempt to make .Austria participaio 
in tho treaty of San Stefano and iudi 
cates Bismarck's desiro to bully Austria 
into a Battlement with Russia. Tho lan- 
guage of these journals is very bitter 
against tho German Chancellor. 
- CoNSTANTiNOPiiE, April 8. — AdvicoR are 
conflicting; some say Velik Pasha, preai- 
dout of tho council, is about to rstiro and 
will bo succeeded by Kaouf Pasha, now 
war minister, while Osman Paiha will 
succeed him, both being in sympathy 
with Bassia. 

Ons set of dispatohos report that th* 
bona tide return homo of tbo Russian 
troops has commenced. Another sot of 
dispatches say that only a few dspletcd 
regimeulfl are sent home to recruit whoso 
positions aro immodiati ly fiilttd by fresh 
troops from tho north. Howerer, ths 
general impression of tbo i-.ows .reema less 
pro-Ru8si»n than of late anil there is a 
feeling hero aud iu the European colony 
at CoiiHt»ntinoplo tuat the dihlika of tho 
Turkiili people to Russia is so great that 
tho Palace and tho Pashns would not 
dare venture on a Russian alliance even 
if they wished it. 

British agents at Spanish and Gorman 
ports havo been instructed to report mer- 
chant steamers available for immodiate 
charter as transport*. 

LoNDDN, April 9 — A St. Petersburg 
telegram says the fseling gainsd ground 
that somo formula will be invented which 
will remove the obstacles to tho assembly 
of tho Congress. 

Tiie drift of iinwi from Constantinople 
is again distinctly pro-Russian. New ob 
jfcctions hove been taken by tho Turks 
against Russian military movements. 

The Busslan garrisons have relieved 
Roumanians at Widden, Niekopolis and 
Rhova and the Russians now hold the 
Danube from its mouth to the Servian 
frontier. 

Constantinople, April 9— T.he Russians 
nae completing ths fortifications begun 
by the Turks at Sohekwedja and Serjos 

Purohasea of arms are being made by 
tho Turkish war office.

(Oontinued Ruport.) 

Monday, Ain-i] 8. 
Spenking to Mr. Beaven's nmou'lmoiit 
to proceed ^Yitll tbo QiLirtz Bill first iiuil 
tlio EstimaUa afturwjinlM, Mi-. AI;ir,i saiil 
a wook ugo tlio Pi'L'iuioi' Inul stiitoil tliat ha 
■wiahed the Hou.se uiljouinod for two ilayn 
on nocount of au advoiso vote. On Wed- 
nesday ho stated that he dosirud a vutooii 
acooant, passage of the Quartz Bill, .lud 
the cousidoi-iition of ii Conatitutiou Bill to 
be temporarily substilutoil for tlio ouo l.o 
foro the House, Afttr tiir.t a confcroMro 
yrai agrtad oa. The KOVLM'iunoul- ir.id 
made guarantees for tho passage of certain 
aots, and all they askad in return was the 
disoussion in a fair spirit uf the Cou.stitii 
tion Amondment Bill to yivo Nannimo, 
Caasiar and New Wastmiustor a luoiunor 
each. Tho opposition ol/jooted to this, 
saying thattha Quarti; Bill waa in dmii^er; 
but it was a govermn'^ut moiisiiro, had 
beoQ foreshadowed in theLiuut-Qoveruor's 
■poeoh, and &ad received a great deal of 
attention at the hands of tho goverumont 
and their supporters. Speaking for his 
own district he would say that overy 
farmer, stockraiaer and leamator was 
equally interested ■with ths loader of the 
opposition in tho passage of tho bill. That 
he ns a supporter of tbe government stood 
there pledged to assist iu passing the bill, 
and if necessary the thirteen gcntlamon 
on tho govornmout side would give a 
similar pledge; but Ihoy -wantod to sea tho 
business of the House conducted in a 
constitutional and business like manner, 
and he must most strongly aud omphali- 
oally object lo the leader of tho govern- 
meat giving way in this in.^taueo when ha 
had oonttitution and tho majority of tho 
House on his side. Spoukiog of tho 
Conj;itution Bill h» .""aid ho would bo 
sorry to do an injury to Kooteuay, but ha 
would defy any gentleman to give a reason 
•why Kootonay should have two members 
■when Nanaimo only had one and Cassiar 
none. It vas easy to seo why tho opposi- 
tion did not wish this bill to come up. It 
•was because if it were not pas.sod tho 
opposition are certain of two membarifor 
Kootenay, whereas it was doTibtful as far 
as Nanaimo and GasRjjir wero coiicornod. 
He had known tho loader of tlio govern- 
mont for a long timo and boliovsd liioi to 
bo an honorable aad upright man. He 
had always found that he had kept his 
word aud lie beliered that in this 
instance ho would keep his '.cord whou he 
guaranteed tho passage of the Quartz Aut. 
Ha dared not do otherwise. Thi; 
hon, gentleman then prooeodod to road 
from Todd to show that whou a 
disiolutioii has been agreed on it is tho 
duty of the oxjfjosiliou to rei:dt;r every 
assistance in tho jjaasago of necessary 
measures and he contended that whan tho 
government are in a majority, as in tho 
present in.stance, they have the power and 
right to say what bills are necosiary, and 
tho opposition are bound to assist them, 
and by refusing to do so tho rosponaibility 
of tho disiolutiou withotit neooasary sup- 
plies would rest on them. (Groat ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Tolmie said ihe whole responsibili- 
ty of the delay of business this session 
■would rest on tho opposition. It was only 
this evening that they had taken water 
and now said that they never wautod the 
leader of the government to resign, but 
•wanted dissolution. This was something 
new, for "Oh! A. O.E. resign" had boon 
their continual cry, oven iu poetry (?) 
published in the Sttmdnrd. Tho hon. 
gentleman then proceeded to read from 
Todd showing tbnt the government wore 
not called on to resign but that dissolu- 
tion was the proper course to bo adopted. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that since the 
leader of tho opposition had resumed his 
Beat thoy had come to au agreement wliieli 
would show their anxiety to got throu.'_;li 
the necessary measures. Three goulleaien 
from each side had been iu a conl'oreQco 
in the library ondeavoriug to urrivo at 
some ooDolasion which would bo satisfac 
tory to all. 

Mr. Gordon said ho felt disappointed 
to think that not ouly in tho Committee 
but even iu ths House tho question of the 
Constitution Bill was not to ba considered. 
Nanaimo and Cassiar wore urgently iu 
need of another mombor. Thoy wero on- 
titled to it and he could not seo any justice 
in withholding thorn their right. He had 
urged upon the Oommittoe tho absolute 
necessity for extra representation. He bad 
not ondoavorod to upset tho eonferenco 
because had he done so tho country would 
have been thrown back for somo months 
and bis constituents would not oven then 
havo got an extra member, and would 
therefore havo been in no bettor position 
than now. Ho would not have oooupied 
the attention of the House had he not 
wished to set himself right with his oon- 
Btituenta, ■ . ' 

Mr. Mara having presented tho proposi- 
tion agreed to by representatives from 
both sides, of the House; was forthwith 
acted ea vide Ooiiohist April Oth. 



Tuesday, April 9. 

Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 11.10 a.m. 

On motion of Mr. Walkcm, eoconded by 
Hon. Mr. Elliott, tho agreement einterod 
into last night was placed on record.
